3. Resolved That we will discountenance every 
thing tendiug to produce alienation of feeling 
between the North aud South; that the unchange 
able Union of these States is indispensable to 
the prosperity and glory of each aud all, and 
even lo our continued existence as a civilized 
and enlightened nation; and to a preservation of 
this Union in its integrity and lairness, “We 
pledge our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred 
honor.’* 

4. Rosolved , That we looked with admiration 
and approval at the late Union demonstrations iu 
the North, and promise our Union loving friends 
of that section our hearty co operation in quet - 
ling sectional sirile, and restoring fraternal leel 
ings in the diffeient sections of the confederacy. 
We are for the equality ol the States, the su 
preraacy of the Constitution, the execution of 
the laws, and the preservation of the Union. — 
We ask nothing more than we are willing to 
award to others.

Two more ballots have been had in Con 
gress, but without an election On the first 
of these ballots, a lew ol the more moderate 
of the Republicans and some of the anti 
Lecoiuptou Democrats voted for Gilmer, ol 
North Carolina, thus raising bis vole to 30, sutb 
cient with the Admmisiratiou vote to have elec- 
ted him. On the second ballot, Mr. Gilmer with 
drew, and the vole stood thus: Sherman, 111; 
Bocock, b3; Bolder, 25; scattering, 9. The 
Republicans who voted lor Gilmer, again sup 
ported Sherman upon the withdrawal of the for- 
mer. 

On Friday, the negroes Green and Copeland, 
aud Cook audCoppee, were executed at Charles 
town. Cook and Coppee had made au at 
tempt to escape, by sawing off their manacks 
and cutting a hole through the wall of the jail. 
They succeeded in getting through this aper- 
ture, and let themselves drop to the ground. — 
The timbers of the scuflold upon which Brown 
was hung were then used for scaling the wall. 
As Cook attempted to elevate himself above the 
lop of the wall, he was observed and fired upon 
by the guard outside. The prisoners then re 
treated to the door of the jail, aud were recap 
tured; and thus the slender thread upou which 
hung their last hope of life wasbrokeu. Strange 
that Cook did uoi jump at any rate, and meet 
his deulh bravely by the bayonet or bullet rather 
than bv the halter. This occurred on Thursday 
uight, aud they were executed next day, in the 
preseuce ot a large crowd oi Virginians who 
had assembled to see the finale of this tragic 
comedy.

By sec. 364 of the Code, “the party objecting 
to the decision must except at the time the de 
cision is made; and time may be given to reduce 
the exceptions to writing, but not beyoud the 
succeeding term.” But the order giving time 
must certainly be made at the time the excep 
lion is taken, and the records of the court of that 
term must show that the exception was taken at 
the time the decision was made, and that time 
was then given to reduce the exception to wri- 
ting. 

It is slated that at the March term, “the par 
ties came by their attorneys, and it appearing that 
at the trial of this cause at the last term the 
court allowed defendants lime to prepare a stale 
ment aud bill of exceptions.” 'Phis does not 
appear from the record, nor is there any trace ol 
it there. 

Circuit Courts cannot bejHlowed, in matters o! 
such importance to litigants, to deviate from the 
plain and express rules of law, upon “ appear 
ances" so unreliable and uncertain. If sueh were 
permitted, the rights of litigants in makii,^ out 
and filing bills of exceptions would no longer be 
secure. 

It is also stated that this, i. e., the bill of ex 
cepiions, “being now presented, is ordered to be 
entered as part ol the record nunc pro tunc .” 
This does no: purport to be an entry nunc pro 
tunc of the order giviug time, &c. The order is 
that the statement ot evidence and bill of ex 
ceptions be entered. We i\pprehend that such 
an order could not have been rightfully entered 
by the court, at a term after the cause had been 
terminated by a final judgment, and motion for a 
new trial made and overruled. The cause was 
completely out of court. There is nothing to 
amend by, nothing to give an intimation that 
such an order has been made in such a case, no 
amendment or entry of au order nunc pro tunc 
could be made. (2 Bibb 7; same book, p. 248.) 
The circumstances of this case will illustrate 
how unsafe and dangerous it would be to regard 
a bill of exceptions placed like this upon the 
record without authority of law; indeed con 
trary to the express provisions of the law. A 
comparison of the two will show that the state 
ment made by the judge of what occurred upou 
the trial in regard to giving and refusing in 
structious, is materially variant from the state 
ment made of the same matters in the final or- 
der made at the September term, 1858. 

We are therefore of opinion that this court 
cauoot revise a judgment upon a bill-of excep 
tioi.s made out and filed as this was 

Wherefore the judgment of the Circuit Court 
is affirmed.

Murder of the Governor of Booota by his 
Brother — The Bogota, New Gienada, corres 
poodent of the New York Times, writes: 

On the 1st of November the population of Bo 
gota were horrified at the report that Jose Maria 
Malo Blanco, Governor of the State, had been 
murdered by his brother Jesus. The parents of 
these two brothers had died at about the sanu* 
time a few years ago, leaving Don Jose the exe 
cutor of the will The property was divided in 
accordance with their wishes, but the younger 
brother, Jesus, was not satisfied with his inheri 
tancc, and charged the elder with unfairne-s in 
his distribution. On (he day of the murder Jesus 
met iiis brother iu the street, nno asked him 
when he was going to pay him $2 ',01)0 due him 
The Governor replied that he had already paid 
him all that was justly due him. Jesus, upon 
this, drew two revolvers, and offering his broth 
er one of them, told him he must defend him 
self. Jose declined such An unnatural duel, and 
commenced remonstrating with his brother, 
when the latter tired, the shot taking effect. — 
The wounded man, not knowing he was shot 
r.m, and was followed by Jesus, who discharged 
two more shots at him, neither of which took ef 
lect. Don Jo?e was carried to his home, and 
died in twenty seven hours after, invoking par 
don for his brother. He left a wife and seven 
little children. It was thought Jesus would be 
acquitted of the crime on the plea of insanity — 
but, a few days after the tragedy, news reached 
Bogota that in one of the rural dist ricts of the 
State, a man of humble fortune had killed his 
brother with a t-cythe — and as the poor man 
must be shot, the tich one will naturally share 
his fate. Seuor Pe.lro D ivila Nov&o takes the 
post vacated by Setior Blauco. 

United States Public Lands — During the 
fiscal year t uding last June, and the quarter 
ending with September, there were 4,970,093 
acres of public lauds sold, bringing $2,107,476.
